Frightfully Slut tinted in the Pastor's 


Studio Adjoining' the Main 


Auditorium. 


SAN Fit.\scisco, April 18.—A horrible 


crime \vaa unearthed today at tho Em- 
manuel Baptist church in this city. 
One of the Sunday school teachers, with 
her scholars, entering the church to ar- 
range the Easter decorations, found the 
body of a young woman frightfully mu- 
tilated in thu pastor's studio adjoining 
tho main auditorium. 
Her clothing 


was torn and dishevelled, and she had 
evidently been outraged before she waa 
killed, or ulee her murder wus the result 
of chagrin ami rage upon the part of her 
bullied assailant. Her frail body waa 
covered with blood and wounds. Tho 
walls nf the study were bespattered with 
her blood, and there wna a largo red 
pool under the table near her feet, aa 
she lay dead. There waa a big gash 
across her forehea,!, from which had 
flowed blood tilling her eyes. A rut on 
her wrists had severed the arteries ami 
tendons. 
She wna Blabbed in each 


breast, and over the heart was a lleali 
wound in whii'.h wus sticking part of a 
broken knife blade. The assailant had 
evidently possessed all the ferocity of a 
Jack the Kippor. The knife, which was 
afterwards found, waa u silver handled 
table knife used the previous evening at 
auluireli festival, and was so dull that 
the victim's dreflB hud, been opened at 
tho breast to enable tho blade to picrco 
the llesh. 
The body was subsequently identilled 


as that of Minnie Williams, a domestic 
servant, residing in Alamcda, hut a 
uicmhorand regular attendant at J5m- 
inanuel church In this city. She was

Noble, Miaa 
Lament's aunt, waa tho tlrst to discovwi 
the dead body of Miss Williama in tho 
church. Mra. Noble 
today received 


through tho mail a paper in which were 
wrapped three rings worn by her nuas- 
ing niece the night she disappeared. 
On tho paper was tho name of Theo- 
dore Durant, the young dental student 
•who made the appointment with Mias 
Williams, the murdered girl, last night. 
The police havo as yet made no arrests, 
and the doblti mystorj is puzzling the 
whole city. 
Mian Williams, the mur- 


dered girl, waa not a servant, na at llrat 
stated. Her parents had separated, and 
aa hor mother could not support her, 
the girl was living with friends, who 
kindly gave hor a home until she could 
secure a position. She was a remarka- 
bly handsome nnd modest girl, and was 
a graduate ui tliu kizli school. 


SAN FHASCISCO, April 13.—Durant is 


23 years of age, nnd has been studying 
medicine for about a year. He is not 
particularly goodlooking, but haa always 
had a fondness for the society of young 
women. His parents were well-to-do 
people, and he always had plenty of 
money. 
Mra. Purant, the mother of the young 


man who is said to have met the Wil- 
liams girl at the Young People's meet- 
ing laet night, eaid her son left for 
Mount Diablo with a detail of the 2d 
brigade signal corps, of which he is a 
member. He made his preparations for 
the trip yestertlay, and there was no 
concealment about it. Last night he 
attended the meeting at Dr. Vogel'a 
house, and at 11 o'clock escorted another 
young lady home. He returned home 
shortly after 11 o'clock. Rev. Gibson 
says he aaw young Durant continuously 
from 7.30 to 11 o'clock, when the party 
broke up. The police who at firat were 
inclined to suspect Durant, when they 
found that he had left town, are now 
-completely at sea, and the murder ia 
more of a mystery than ever.

tho body of a young woman was found 
in the water near Port Ooata.

Again.
